WASHINGTON,  ( UPI ) — PresL 
dent  Johnson  flew  to  California 
Thursday  night  for  a meeting 
with  President  Adolfo  Lopez 
Mateos  of  Mexico  and  a major 
foreign  policy  speech  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  at  Los  An- 
geles. 

THE  PRESIDENT  and  Mrs. 
Johnson  left  by  jet  from  Andrews 
Air  Force  base  in  the  five  hour 
and  15  minute  flight  to  Palm 
Springs,  Calif.  The  Mexican  Presi- 
dent and  his  wife  were  scheduled 
to  arrive  in  Los  Angeles  Friday. 

While  in  Palm  Springs,  the 
President  and  Mrs.  Johnson  will 
make  their  headquarters  at  the 
home  of  Louis  Taubman,  a petrol- 
eum engineer  and  real  estate  de- 
veloper. The  ultra-modern  resi- 
dence with  floor-to-ceiling  glass 


doors  and  windows  is  about  two 
miles  from  the  Riviera  Hotel 
where  Lopez  Mateos  will  stay. 

BOTH  CHIEF  executives  re- 
ceive honorary  degrees  and  speak 
at  UCLA  before  starting  their  of- 
ficial two-day  talks.

THE  OFFICE  OF  Indian  Af- 
fairs will  supervise  the  offices  of 
the  Advisor  to  the  Indian  Stu- 
dents and  the  new  Institute  of 
American  Indian  Studies,  emp 
hasized  Prof.  Felt. 

The  Institute  is  carrying  out 
projects  to  make  BYU  a world 
center  for  Indian  research.  Pre- 
sent studies  underway  are  histor- 
ical surveys  of  the  Ute  and  Na- 
vajo Indians. 

The  Institute  just  recently  com- 
pleted a motion  picture  entitled, 
“Bitter  Wind”  which  is  designed 
to  combat  the  alcohol  problem 
| among  the  Indians. 

EVEN  THOUGH  Professor  Felt 
has  had  no  previous  experience 
with  Indian  Students,  he  is  “Very 
excited”  with  both  parts  of  the 
program,  here  and  totally.

The  Institute  will  con- 
duct research  into  all  phases  of 
Indian  history  and  culture  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  S.  Lyman  Ty- 
ler. 

Service  projects  such  as  dem- 
onstrations in  living  skills,  home- 
making, farming  and  vocations 
will  be  sent  directly  to  the  In- 
dian communities. 

This  program  will  work  much 
like  the  BYU  Education  week  in 
which  faculty  take  lectures  and 
demonstrations  on  many  scien- 
tific, religious  and  social  subjects 
into  the  stakes  of  the  Church.

Army  Proves  Readiness

KUALA  LUMPUR,  MALAY- 
SIA, (UPI) — The  fragile  cease- 
fire pieced  together  in  North 
Borneo  through  the  personal  dip- 
lomacy of  U.S.  Atty.  Gen.  Ro- 
bert F.  Kennedy  was  near . col- 
lapse Thursday. 

THE  MALAYSIAN  govern 
ment  reiterated  its  position  that 
further  talks  aimed  at ' a settle- 
ment cannot  be  held  until  all 
Indonesian-backed  guerrillas  are 
withdrawn  from  Malaysian  ter- 
ritory. 

In  the  Indonesian  capital  of 
Jakarta,  Foreign  Minister  Su- 
bandrio  wondered  aloud:  “Does 
Malaysia  want  war?” 

MALAYSIA’S  position  was 
stated  again  by  Deputy  Prime 
Minister  Tun  Abdul  Razak. 

He  told  a meeting  of  provincial 
assemblymen  that  until  problems 
surrounding  the  cease-fire  are 
solved,  there  is  no  point  in  con- 
tinuing the  discussions.  He  said 
that  talks  with  Indonesia  cannot 
be  held  unless  the  guerrilla 
troops  in  North  Borneo  go  home. 

INDONESNA  FOR  SEVERAL 
months  has  been  backing  a guer- 
rilla revolt  against  Malaysian 
North  Borneo.  When  Kennedy  in- 
duced the  three  participants  in 
the  dispute  over  North  Borneo’s 
future— Malaysia,  Indonesia  and 
the  Philippines — to  agree  to  a 
cease-fire,  Indonesia  insisted  that 
the  guerrillas  stay  in  Malaysian 
Borneo  after  the  shooting  stop- 
ped. 


BERLIN,  (UPI)  — The  U.  S. 
Army  conducted  a test  of  its 
readiness  \to  defend  West  Beylin 
against  attack  Thursday,  sending 
a battalion  of  troops  tp  strategic 
points  in  snow  and  freezing  tem- 
peratures.

Figures  Reveal 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — The 
Johnson  administration  believes 
the  forthcoming  $11.5  billion  tax 
cut  will  eventually  increase  con- 
sumer spending  by  more  than 
$20  billion  a year,  provide  two 
to  three  million  new  jobs  and 
boost  the  economy  all  along  the 
line. 

OTHER  DIVIDENDS  expected 
by  administration  economists  in 
elude  a $12  billion  annual  in 
crease  in  investments  for  new 
industrial  plants  and  equipment, 
new  homes,  schools,  roads  and 
other  public  works.  They  look  for 
it  to  mean  a $3  billion  increase 
in  local  tax  yields. 

The  bill  approved  Wednesday 
by  a Jlouse-Senate  conference 
committee  calls  for  a 19  per  cent 
tax  cut  for  the  average  tax- 
payer. Eight  days  after  it  is  sign- 
ed into  law,  the  weekly  take-home 
pay  of  wage  earners  will  increase 
an  average  of  $4.50  due  to  the 
drop  in  withholding  rates.

Faculty  Attends 
Parting  Speech 


Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  form 
er  BYU  president  and  would-be 
Republican  candidate  for  U.  S. 
Senator  from  Utah,  bade  fare- 
well to  BYU  faculty  members 
Thursday  night. 

Lauding  them  as  “the  greatest 
faculty  in  the  world,”  Dr.  Wilkin- 
son expressed  his  gratitude  to 
faculty  members  for  their  part 
in  the  university’s  growth  during 
his  13  years  as  president.  Mrs. 
Wilkinson  also  made  her  farewell 
to  the  faculty,  speaking  prior  to 
her  husband. 

Faculty  members  responded  by 
unanimously  adopting  a resolu- 
tion which  thanked  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Wilkinson  for  their  service  and 
contributions  to  the  university. 
The  resolution  was  proposed  by 
Dr.  Bruce  Clark. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  told  faculty 
members  that  his  decision  to  re- 
sign and  seek  the  senatorial  nom- 
ination was  prompted  by  con- 
cern for  the  national  welfare. 

“If  the  Constitution  is  to  hang 
by  a thread  in  this  country,  I 
want  to  be  one  to  help  preserve 
it,”  he  stated;  “Should  I lose,”  he 
continued  later,  “my  conscience 
will  at  least  be  satisfied.” 

Noting  that  he  has  previously 
refused  to  resign  and  enter  pol- 
itics more  than  once,  Dr.  Wilkin- 
son said  that  he  could  now  give 
up  his  responsibility  for  the  uni- 
versity building  program  in  good 
conscience  since  it  has  progressed 
so  far.  He  assured  the  faculty 
that  this  did  not  mean  the  end 
of  the  program. 


Electronic 

Revolution 

Discussed 


“The  electronics  revolution  and 
its  impact  on  our  economy”  was 
the  subject  of  the  speech  by 
John  Q.  Cannon  in  the  second 
of  the  Spring  Executive  Lecture 
Series. 

MR.  CANNON,  RCA  vice-pres- 
ident, explained  the  technological 
advances  that  the  electronics  in- 
dustry has  given  to  the  world. 
According  to  Mr.  Cannon,  within 
the  next  few  year’s  the  business 
world  will  be  greatly  aided  by 
electronics. 

The  electronics  industry  has  al- 
ready developed  amazingly  fast 
methods  of  processing  data  for 
big  business.  Soon  data  process- 
ing will  be  of  service  to  all  bus- 
inesses from  the  very  largest  to 
the  smallest. 

“MANAGING  WILL  be  made 
easier  by  electronics  but  a good 
manager  can  never  be  replaced 
by  a machine,”  Mr.  Cannon  stres- 
sed. “The  acceptance  of  electron- 
ics will  depend  upon  the  willing- 
ness of  the  businessman  to  adapt 
to  the  new  process.” 

The  impact  of  electronics  on 
the  economy  is  widespread.  “The 
economy  will  change  just  as  our 
technology  changes.  We  should 
be  ready  for  it  to  change.”  Mr. 
Cannon  emphasized  that  we  must 
properly  evaluate  the  new  forces 
at  our  disposal  and  learn  to  use 
them  to  advantage.
